Fertilizers for Grain Crops: 


More and more farmers are 
using fertilizer regularly on 
their crop land now. The advan- 
tages are better yields, earlier 
maturity and: better crop com- 
petition .with weeds. The eafl- 
ier maturity often means @ 
better grade of grain also. It is 
true that fertilizer is expensive 
but if it will increase net re- 
turns it is still a good invest- 
ment. Don’t try to economize by 
reducing the rate of fertilizer 
you apply. it is better to put the 
recommended rate on a hundred 
acres than to put half this much 
on two hundred acres. Remem- 
ber also that there are different 
fertilizers for different land con- 
ditions. For summerfallow the 
most commonly. used fertilizer 
is 11-48-0. For-stubble land, de-

In most years the best seed 
germination and emergence will 
be on fields where the seed bed 
ig firm and moist.

Proper use ‘of a good set of pac- 
kers will likely get you an in- 
crease of anywhere from two to 
five bushels per acre in‘yield and 
a much more unifotm crop which 
will make for better harvesting 
conditions. 

An: early trip over combined

Experiments Show Value of 
Tranquilizer Drugs for Calves 


The Canadian Veterinary Me- 
dical Association says that recent 
experiments in the United States 
have shown the value of having 
a veterinarian sometimes use 
tranquilizing drugs on calves 
immediately after 
weaned, The Association points 
out that beef calves from western 
ranges usually are removed from 
their native pastures, weaned, 
shipped ‘and placed in strange 
feedlots within a few days. 
These events—coming in rapid 

. order—can cause anxiety and 
physiological reactions which 
lower the resistance of the ani- 
mals and make them more sus- 
ceptible to shipping fever. Calves 
left on ‘the ranch or farm often 
refuse feed and water for sever- 
al days after weaning and lose 
weight. The experiments showed 
that where the veterinarian gave 
the calves tranquilizers they 
made’ much better gains than 
untreated calves during the 
week after weaning.

THE UNION rejected the report, stating that nothing in it was acceptable to them. They did so knowing that not 
one fireman would suffer loss of railway employment who was hired before the proposal to discontinue firemen 
on freight and yard diesels was made in April, 1956. All across Canada there are less than 100 firemen hired 
after that date and now working who face possible lay-off.

Under the provisions of the Public Service Vehicles Act 


road, or portion thereof by any truck, trailer, or traction 
engine and the said Public Service Vehicles Act end the 
Highways Traffic Board do not provide for the control as. . 
contemplated in this Bylaw. 
THEREFORE: . 

The ‘Council of the Munivipal District of Wainwright; 
No. 61 enacts as follows: The term “truck” shall include all 
trucks with a rated capacity of one ton or more and the term: © 
“tractor” shall include traction engines operated on wheels 
and also such motor vehicles as run on tracks. 


No person shall operate any truck, trailer, or tractor on
